L ittle B u sin ess E x p e c te d to b e T ra n s ­ 
a c te d th e P re s e n t W e e k . 


W a s h in g t o n , December 21st.—It is unlikely 
th at any positive legislation will be achieved in 
Congress this week, and the failure to take the 
usual holiday recess is not expected to result in 
any m easurable advancem ent of public busi­ 
ness. 
In the Senate the elections bill will probably 
consume the first three days of ihe week. The 
possibilities of an interruption hinges alto- 
£ 
ether upon the result of the negotiations now 
i progress am ong the Republican Senators 
upon the subjeet ol the caucus finaucial bill. If 
a harm onious understanding to support this 
measure is reached, the elections bill m ay be 
iaid aside in its favor, and discussion in the 
Senate turn on financial m atters until the day 
before Christmas, w hen it is expected a recess 
will be taken until Monday. 
It it probable a successive adjournm ent for 
two or three days at a tim e will m ark the course 
of tha House during the Christm as holiday sea­ 
son. No business of im portance is expected to 
be done, as so m any mem bers nave left Wash­ 
ington for I ome th at a quorum can hardly be 
sccnred. 
Monday is District of Columbia day. and the 
House will probably pass upon local legislation 
until some m easure is proposed, upon w hich a 
vote is dem anded, and tne absence of a quorum 
thereby disclosed. Such other days in the week 
as the House is in session will probably be de­ 
voted to com parative by unim portant measures. 


Y E LL O W STO N E P A R K . 


L o b b y ists E n d e a v o rin g to D e fe a t L e g isla ­ 
tio n In I ts I n te re s ts . 
Washington. December 21st.—A persistent 
lobby, headed by H ernando De Solo Murev, has 
been actively at work in W ashington lor the 
last eight years to defeat legislation in the in­ 
terest of the Yellowstone National Park. Morev 
has, as an ex-m em ber ol the House from Miss­ 
issippi, the privilege of the floor, and therefore 
exceptional facilities for serving his employers, 
the M ontana M ineral Railway Company. 
This 
corporation is desirous of securing the exclusive 
privilege for th e construction of a railroad to 
certain m ines located near the northern bound­ 
ary ef the park. 
Tb 
' 
* ' 
he value of the m ines is more than doubtful, 
nor has It been dem onstrated, to the satisfaction 
of those who think the park should be kept free 
from Intrusion of this kind, that a railroad 
oould not be constructed to reach the mines 
witbont entering the park. 
Be this as it m ay, the fact rem ains th at the 
friends of the park are willing to change the 
northern boundary of the reservation by m ak­ 
ing the Y’ellowstoue river the natural dividing 
line, so as to place the proposed railway en­ 
tirely outside of the lim its of the park, but this 
is precisely w hat the lobby representing the 
M ontana Mineral Railroad Company does not 
want. Its members care less for reaching the 
m ines by a direct route lying outside of the 
park boundaries, than for securing the exclus­ 
ive privilege of entering the park and captur­ 
ing, In addition to such business as the m ines 
m ight furnish, a vastly more profitable passen­ 
ger traffic which would be diverted from the 
other roads now leading to the park. 


L A R G E L A N D D E 1 L , 


B rd g b .m Y o u n g 's E ld e st Sou P u rc h a s e s a 
L a rg e T ra c t in M exico. 


P it t s b u r g , December 21st—A special from 
Lima, O., says: B. C. Faurot, a well-known 
baaker of this city, and who is also President 
of the Columbus, Li na and Northwestern Rail­ 
road, large y interested in railroad enterprises 
In Mexico, returned hom e from New York this 
afternoon, and announces the consom m ation of 
a deal w ith John ,W. Young, eldest son ot the 
late Brigham Y'oung, whereby Young comes in 
possession of three m illion acres ol land, which 
Was granted to Faurot by the M exicau Govern­ 
m ent three years ego. The negotiations have 
keen in progress for some lime, and were finally 
oiooed in New Y'ork yesterday. Tne land is lo­ 
cated in the northern part of Mexico. 
About three years ago Faurot obtained a valu­ 
able grant from the M exican 
Governm ent, 
which included these lands, the stipulation be­ 
ing the construction of a railroad extending 
from Deming. N. M.. to CasM labompa Bayo, on 
the Pacific coast. The M exican Government, 
in connection w ith this grant, offers * 01 to 
ever family and *50 to every m an who locates 
perm anently on this land.

Bnt, in regard to the vast majority of the 
ordinary steam railways of the United 
States, the indisputable fact is that, at the 
tim e they were chartered, fke franchises 
were not highly valuable, if indeed they 
had any m arket value at all.

Every fresh subscription was 
greeted with applause. {j]n the comple­ 
tion of the road a great banquet was given 
in Albany, at which Governor Seward 
presided and toasted the projectors of the 
enterprise as public benefactors. 
Substan­ 
tially that which has been said of this 
case could be said of hundreds of other 
toads, little or big, which were buii. under 
individual charters. 
Nor is it true that, the railroads having 
been thus built by general consent, and 
having been made private property by law, 
the owners and managers have used the 
advantage given them to bleed the public. 
T he history of railroad rates in this coun­ 
try presents a wonderful record of charges 
reduced, and further reduced, and still 
again reduced, until to-day goods and 
passengers are carried at rates often less 
than the proper cost of the service, so low 
indeed as to be, in the broadest view, in­ 
jurious to the public interest. 
In an ad­ 
dress to the workingmen of Providence, in 
1886, Edward Atkinson stated that in 1865 
the Vanderbilt roads charged §3 45 for 
carrying a barrel of flour from Chicago to 
Boston. 
In 1S85 the charge had been re­ 
duced to 68 cents. 
The profit to the rail­ 
road by the transaction was 14 cents, or 
less than the value of the empty barrel. 
A very large part of our railway mileage 
to day pays no dividends on stock; much 
of it does not even pay interest on the 
bonds issued for its construction. 
It is 
doubtful w hether the present value of the 
stock and bonds of all the roads in the 
coiMitry equals the amount which would 
be needed to build and equip the system.-

TRIFLING WITH THE COURTS. 


It has become an abuse thatshould be at 
once abated, to use the process of the 
courts for the selfish ends of people who 
do not intend to prosecute offenders they 
have arrested. 
It is a common thing in 
Sacram nto, for instance, for people to be 
arrested on warrants sworn out in the 
name of “The People,” charging them 
with obstructing the highway, disturbing 
the peace, battery, m aintaining nuisances, 
deadly assault, keeping disorderly houses, 
frequenting places of crim inal resort, and 
so on, through a long list of minor offenses, 
who are never prosecuted for them. The 
arrest being made, the “case” lingers a few 
days— without a complaint, in many cases, 
having been filed—and then the people’s 
representative moves for the dismissal of 
the proceedings, either because the prose­ 
cuting witness refuses to appear, or because 
the party offended says he has been “satis­ 
fied.” 
Save in a few cases where dismissal is 
wise because the end of the law has been 
achieved—this is all wrong. The People 
are plaintiffs or complainants. It is against 
them that the offense charged bears; they 
cannot be and are not satisfied without 
judicial examination, except the people’s 
attorneys in open Court confess it. 
The 
practice referred to is a cat's-paw business 
in seven casps out of ten; it enables parties 
to accomplish revenges or carry out low 
schemes at the expense of the tax-paying 
community; it belittles the law and brings 
our Courts into disrepute. 
Only the other day a fellow attempted 
to blacken the character of a young girl in 
this city who is blameless in her life, by 
having her arrested on a charge of vagran­ 
cy ,'t W hen the case was called in Court, the 
girl’s friends having rallied to defend her, 
the complainant failed to appear. 
The 
case 
was 
continued 
twice, 
but 
the 
schemer did not come forward, seeing that 
he could not accomplish his unholy ends 
with the girl. 
The proceeding was then 
dismissed. 
But while the girl and her 
friends were compelled to dance attend­ 
ance in Court, and she was put to shame 
and the hum iliation of arrest on a charge 
of the meanest kind, the fellow who perse­ 
cuted her still goes scot free, and it does 
not appear that the law has inspired any 
official to search 


since he evidently realizes the truth, th at 
a free list w ithout reciprocity is unequal, 
unjust and in violation of those economic 
principles which 
should 
underlie our 
trade relations 
with 
foreign peoples. 
Probably the President, were he not at the 
head of the party chargeable with the Mc­ 
K inley bill, would more frankly express 
himself. 
But, freed from partisan trammels and 
check-reias, the statesmen of the day can 
explain true reciprocity if they would, and 
prove it to be the best of protection. 
It is 
by no means an involved question. 
L et us see. 
The M cKinley bill proposes 
by its free list to let in certain articles 
free, regardless of the relations between 
the United States and countries producing 
such untaxed articles. 
Let us suppose the 
case to be that of Brazil. 
H erchief staples 
are sugar and coffee. 
She wants to buy 
locomotives, cutlery, etc., from us. 
We 
put sugar, for instance, upon the free list. 
Mr. Blaine comes in at this point with 
proposition that Brazil shall adm it free to 
her ports the goods that we make and that 
she needs, or products we produce, and 
which she does not, in compensation for 
our admission of her sugar free. T hat is 
well as far as it goes, but there is no senti­ 
ment in trade and never was, and to lim it 
reciprocity to Brazil and other Latin 
American States is badly crippling the 
principle and is nothing short of the ab. 
surd. 
N early all countries have a protective 
tariff of some kind, or to some extent. 
It 
is always set up to modify the effect of the 
industries of one country upon another. 
So when we make a tariff' we necessarily 
discriminate in favor of those things which 
we can produce to the best advantage. 
W e make a low tariff; we establish a free 
list, and in that list we should discrimi­ 
nate in our own favor by placing it upon a 
basis of reciprocity. 
T hat is to say, for 
favors we grant, let us demand compen­ 
sating privileges for commodities we pro­ 
duce to the itest advantage. 
Thus the 
ciprocal policy becomes a protective pol­ 
icy, because we protect our export trade

A DISCOURSE OK THE IMPOETAHCE 
OF BELF-CONTEOL.

Rev. W . 8. Hoskinson. of the English 
Lutheran Church, preached in Firem en’s 
H all last evening, taking for his te x t: “He 
that ruleth his spirit is better than he that 
taketh a city.”—Prov. xvi., 32. 
“ These words," he said, “place a high 
estimation on ruling the spirit. Self-con­ 
trol has always been im portant. 
Solomon 
m ust have had such experience as is com­ 
m on to the rest of mortals. Matters did 
not always go as he wanted them; annoy­ 
ances entered into his life to ruffle his 
spirits; all was not fair weather and sun­ 
shine with the King any more than other 
people, and at times aDger would stir his 
royal blood. Then he would storm around 
until the keepers of the tempie were made 
to think that time for them had come to a 
close. 
Then the King on his throne 
showed his weakness. We read that ‘those 
whom the q'ds would destroy they first 
m ake mad ’ Then it is that a king is a 
small, weak man among other small, weak 
men, who give way to all forms of passion. 
For the time he ceased to be God s an­ 
notated. The weakest servant in the king­ 
dom, who controlled his spirit, was greater 
than he. 
His kingly power had departed. 
“ But the reaction wa3 greater on the King 
than on anyone else. 
His words and 
deeds humiliated him . Thus it is a com­ 
mon experience that our conduct is often 
hum iliating to us. It hss acted like the 
Australian's boomerang, and has whirled 
back upon us with terrible force. A hasty 
word was spoken; a thoughtless deed was 
done; we have given way to passion or a 
rash impulse that causes us many a rest­ 
less hour. A little ruling of the spirit at 
the proper minute would have saved U3 
many a pang of regret. W hat would we 
not give if we couid recall the im prudent 
word or deed. 
"As it goes in the world, it is usually re­ 
garded the crowning glory of a man to be 
a great warrior; to sit in the councils of the 
nation; to win the laurels cf the orator or 
writer—and certainly the e are not t o be 
despised if honorably golten. But it is 
still greater to be able to control self; to 
put the reins on our own passions. And 
the reason is easily found. The conquest 
of self is the greatest of ail achievements, 
because it is a moral conquest. The vic­ 
tories of greatest moment are in the moral 
world, and not where sabers clash and 
carnage is rife. Some persons would put 
the laurels upon the brows of such men as 
Alexander, Peter the Great, Napoleon, 
Byron, Poe; but none of them were truly 
great conquerors, because they failed to 
conquer themselves, 
• 
“ Then, many of the greatest achieve­ 
ments are not matters of historv. We 
read of the recording angel. It is to be 
hoped that he is very faithful in taking the 
record, and that he may not be influenced 
In making it, else much that is of great im ­ 
portance will be missed. Things not con­ 
sidered worth mentioning in the world 
have a high place in the kingdom of grace. 
The man who, on the farm, or in the shop 
or store or office, amid all the petty worri- 
ments and vexations, keeps his temper un­ 
ruffled, is greater than the dauntless hero 
who leads successful campaigns against 
otherB but fails in his campaign against 
himself. 
“ That faithful minister of the home, 
m other of the family, with the care of the 
house, who cen 10a Christian amid all her 
cares and annoyances, can be a Christian 
anywhere. It is here that the spirit is tried 
and the victory is the greatest. ‘In the 
sm all affairs of life our power of self­ 
mastery is most severely tried.’ 
Here it is 
true that ‘he that is faithful in that which 
is least is faithful in m uch.’ It is not so 
hard to be great on great occasions, when 
the world is looking on with applause and 
cheer ; nor is it an etsy m atter to play the 
hero in an cut of-the-way nook where no 
one will ever know what a hard-won bat­ 
tle was fonght. That will be a time of rev­ 
elations, when the King in bis beauty 
comes, and all his holy aDgels with him . 
Many deeds of bravery will be made known 
that never got into the papers nor the his­ 
tories of earth. Then that which is hid­ 
den now shall be revealed. But how are 
we to govern the overpowering passion? 
“There is a very plain way indicated in 
this book. It seems that the first thing to 
do is to go to God lor help. 
We read of a 
man who dwelt among the tombs. He 
was a terror to the neighborhood. No one 
coaid tame the demoniac till Christ came. 
We have fierce, unruly passions that can­ 
not be brought under subjection in any 
other way than by giving H im who is 
‘mighty to save’ the rule over us. These 
natures must be changed and subdued, the 
evil must be driven out and the good let in. 
We m ast experience ‘the expulsive power 
of a good affection.’ 
And this work can be 
done. 
We have living witnesses that 
m ay be summoned. You can easily recall 
m en who were tossed by their passions 
like leaves before the wind until Christ in 
H is mercy gave them grace to overcome. 
It is very different with them now. They 
saw their danger and heard of safety, then 
fled for life to the sure refuge. So conver­ 
sion of the heart is the first step on the 
road towards self control. It is not, how­ 
ever, the last step. 
“Christ is very merciful and kind to 
those who will put their trust in Him, bat 
H e will not do everything for them . Mnch 
discipline is necessary still; we are lifted 
to our feet, but then we are expected to 
walk. 
Even standing or pushing the chair 
ahead of us will be enough. We are 
C hrist’s children, but not His infants, and 
thus He treats us like men and women, 
and expects U3 to act accordingly. W ill 
power must be exercised many times, and 
we must sav to passions : ‘Thus far shalt 
thou go, and no further.’ Then the man 
who relies Tn God to ‘help’ him but does 
not do anything himself, is likely sooner or 
later to have a disgraceful tumble. We are 
called to do service in the dark, when we 
can have as little certainty ol God’B pres­ 
ence as the disciples in the little fishing 
smack had when the storm swept over the 
Sea of Galilee, and then all the powers 
with which God has endowed us will be 
called into action. God will help u?, but 
we must help ourselves. He controls those 
who control themselves, and will never 
suffer them to be tempted above that they 
can bear. 
“ Was there ever a period when there 
was greater need for self-control than now? 
Men in every rank of life are ‘losing grip 
upon themselves like prancing steeds.’ 
R ather their prancing steeds are running 
away with them . Self-restraint seems to 
be a forgotten or worn-out virtue. The 
young men of our day practice but little 
self-restraint; they rather do, they give 
way to every appeal to their evil natures. 
The drink habit, gaming and pool table, 
licentiousness, 
are 
huriytag thousands 
away to snre moral ruin, all because they 
will not put the reins on wicked passions. 
Too often the example of old men helps 
them on in these wicked ways. Like 
father like son is the only common rale of 
life. Then when ruling the spirit is not 
practiced by the parent it is not likely to 
be by the child. 
“Right here is a dangerous tendency of 
our times. Under a false idea of liberty 
men are making themselves and others are 
helping to make them libertines. A license 
is demanded which leads to the worst 
species of bondage—the slavery of him who 
has lost the power to rale his spirit. It 
was just this that destroyed the cities ot 
the Plain, let the captors into the gates of 
Babylon, humbled proud Rome, and has 
lost none of its power to rnin men and 
nations. Trae glory lies not in this direc 
tion. Self-restraint is the safer road, and 
none was more capable of giving advice 
than Solomon, who said, ‘He that rules his 
spirit is better than he that taketh a citv.’ ” 


' its prom pt administration cannot do anv 
barm , and every family should be prepared 
to use it in case of emergency. A corre­ 
spondent, writing on the subject, has this 
to say about sulphur aBd the methods of 
applying it: 
“A few years ago when diphtheria was 
ragtag in' England, a gentleman accom­ 
panied the celebrated Dr. Field on his 
rounds to witness the so-called ‘wonder­ 
ful' cures which he performed while the 
patients of other physicians were dying on 
ail sides. 
"The remedy to be so rapid m ast be 
simple. All he took with him was flaur of 
sulphur and a quill, and with these he 
cured every patient, without exception. 
He put a tablespoonful of flour of brim­ 
stone into a wine-glass of water and stirred 
it with his finger instead of a spoon, as the 
enlphnr does not readily amalgamate with 
water. W hen the sulphur was well mixed 
he gave it as a gargle, and in ten minutes 
the patient was out of danger. Brimstone 
kills every species of fungus in a men or 
beest in ten minutes. 
“Instead of spitting out the gargle, he 
recommends the swallowing of it. In ex­ 
treme cases, in which he had been called 
just in the nick of time, when the fungus 
was too nearly closing to allow the gargle, 
he blew the sulphur through a quill into 
the throat, and after thefungushad shrank 
to allow of it then gave the gargle. He 
never lost a patient from diphtheria. If a 
patient cannot gargle, take a live c"al, put 
it on a shovel, sprinkle a spoonful of flour 
upon it: let the sufferer inhale the fumes 
and the fungus will die.” 


‘JOHNNY JONES.’ 


T lie B oy B u rglar D oesn ’t A p p reciate H is 
P ard ou F rom Prison. 
Harvev Wiles, alia3 “Johnny Jones,” 
the “boy burglar,” who was arrested here 
last sum m er and returned to the authori­ 
ties of Tulare county, where he had es­ 
caped from the couuty jail while awaiting 
trial for burglary, is out of the penitentiary, 
but likely to get back there. It will be re­ 
membered that he was convicted in Tuiare 
and sentenced to two years’ in the State 
Prison. 
Last week the case was brought to the at­ 
tention cf Governor W aterman, and the 
boy was liberated and sent from the prison 
with a conditional pardon. In the pardon 
the Governor stated that it had been repre­ 
sented to him that the boy was in no 
way vicious, and had behaved himself ad­ 
mirably while an inm ate of the prison. 
The pardon further stated that the boy 
should be transferred to the care of the 
Superintendent of the Boys’ and Girls’ 
Home as guardian, and that if he were 
found to be woithy and honest he was to 
be finally set free. 
A few days ago he was transferred to the 
latter institution, but evidently he doesn’t 
like it. He says he would rather be in 
San Quentin Prison, as he “had more lib­ 
erty over there, had beefsteak for break­ 
fast and meat three times a day, and did 
not have to go to bed so early.”

W hatever remedy can be applied, there­ 
fore, to check it pending the arrival of the 
fam ily doctor, should be resorted to. The 
application of eulphnr to the throat is 
claimed to be very effective, and many go 
ao far as to insist that generally it accom­ 
plishes the desired result.

WASTED WATER. 


WHAT BECOMES OF THE 
ENORMOUS 
QUANTITY PUMPED? 


A M atter T h at D em an d s T horough In ­ 


v estig a tio n —W ater R u n n ing W h ile 
th e C ity is A sleep . 


In a conversation with a R ecobd-Ukios 
reporter recently, the night engineer of the 
City W ateiworks complained of the diffi­ 
culty he found in keeping the tank filled. 
On the night in question, he Baid the en­ 
gine and pnmps had been rnnctag at al­ 
most their full capacity for several hours, 
and—although nine-tenths of the people 
were in their beds—the 2,500 gallons then 
betag pumped per hour failed to keep up 
the supply in the tank. 
“ There is a terrible loss or waste of water 
somewhere of late,” said the engineer, “and 
we can’t find out where it is. There are 
no bursted mains, or we would scon dis­ 
cover them . It is a mystery to us in the 
W aterworks building what becomes of the 
enormous quantity of water pumped at 
night when the city is asleep. The only 
places open are the saloons, and their pat- 
1 0ns are not expected to do much water- 
drinking.” 
Chief Engineer Judd states that there is 
more water pumped in this city, in pro­ 
portion to its population, than in any city 
in the world, am ounting during the sum ­ 
mer m onths to an average of 156 gallons 
per day for each resident. 
In a recent report published in New 
York, according to the Commercial Adver­ 
tiser, appeared a table giving in gallons and 
hundredths of a gallon the discharge of 
water per m inute through various sizes of 
orifices at different heads. Rough calcu­ 
lations were also made showing the im ­ 
mense quantities of water which escape in 
the smal) streams sometimes allowed to 
ran from faucets in cold weather to pre­ 
vent freezing. It was also shown that a 
stream the size of a pin running one year 
with head of 150, will flow 115,632 gallons, 
at a loss, counting at the rate of ten 
cents per 1 000 gallons, of $11 57. 
Now that the authorities of Sacramento 
are considering the m atter of increasing 
the water supply of the city, would it not 
be well for them, before subjecting the tax­ 
payers to the heavy expense that would be 
entailed by the purchase of additional 
costly machinery, to thoroughly investi­ 
gate the subject and ascertain wherein lies 
the secret of the enormous waste of water 
throughout this communitv? 
If a stream the size of a pin, flowing 
under a heavy pressure, will waste 115,632 
gallons of water during the year, what 
must be the quantity wasted through the 
scores of three-quarter-inch pipes that are 
known to be left running much of the 
time throughout this city? 
There are said to be livery stables and 
other establishments here that keep streams 
of water running the greater portion of the 
twenty-four hours, at all seasons of the 
y ear; and durtag the midsum mer months 
garden hose in the residence portion are in 
hundreds of instances permitted to run all 
night. 
¡Surely there Bhould be same means of 
officially determining the facts concerning 
this matter, and once ascertained there 
should be some method devised for cor­ 
recting the evil. The experts who recently 
inspected the water-pumping machinery of 
this city reported that it was not equal to 
the demand upon it. This is no donbt 
true, nor would the plant, if folly dupli­ 
cated, be capable of supplying all the water 
that it would be possible to waste, if the 
people were to redouble their efforts in that 
direction. 
There can be no effect without a canse; 
and if the people of this city are disposing 
of so m uch more water than those of any 
other community, there should be a thor­ 
ough investigation of the subject to deter­ 
m ine just what the actual needs of the city 
are, and w hether or not any additional 
machinery 
is really necessary. 
There 
should be a water supply fully equal to the 
legitimate demand, and this demand should 
be computed on a liberal basis; but there 
should be no unnecessary burden heaped 
upon the taxpayers. 
‘ 
Ordinary 
business 
prudence 
shonld 
prom pt this course, and when business 
principles are not observed in the m atter of 
municipal 
expenditures, then 
there is 
something wrong, and the people become 
the sufferers. 


AMERICAN RIVER DAM. 


W ork T h ereon R etard ed b y th e P rev a il­ 
in g D en se F ogs. 
It was expected that the work on the 
dam would have been completed the 1st of 
this week, rem arks the Folsom Telegraph 
of Saturday, bat this is not the case. It 
would have been done, however, had it 
not been for the fog that has prevailed dur­ 
ing the past eeveral days. 
Along the 
river and at the dam it has been so dense 
that it was not considered prudent to allow 
the prisoners out until it cleared. They 
were not taken out until 12 o’clock several 
days, and therefore a great deal of time 
was lost and the work retarded accordingly. 
The last coarse is nearly down, and the 
work will all be finished on the dam be­ 
tween Christines and January 1st. The 
big shutter for the top of the dam, and the 
hydraulic cylinders, which are to raise and 
lower it, will not be placed in position 
until next winter. 
Two of the bie arches 
on this side of the river are finished. 
The power house wall is going up rapid­ 
ly, and the first floor of that structure will 
be put down by the latter part of next 
month. The new qnarries recently opened 
are furniahtag some remarkably fine gran­ 
ite. Some of the granite slabs that are 
being put on the dam are inonslers. and 
average three feet thick by ten and twelve 
feet long. An immense "blast was set off 
this week, and large quantities of granite 
was thrown down. Several of the pieces 
were as large as an ordinary box car. The 
blast was fired near the head-gate of the 
canal, in the high bank there. 
Ctaly 
twenty-five pounds of powder was used, as 
it was feared some of the large rocks 
might fall in such a way as to damage the 
canal wall. 
No damage resulted to any­ 
thing. and some of the Jinest rock ever 
used in the work was thrown down. 


PLACER NOT IN IT. 


T h at C ounty N ot P le a se d W ith th e Citrus 
F a ir P rem iu m s. 
According to the Placer Herald, that 
county is not likely to be extensively rep­ 
resented at the Citrns Fair to be held at 
Marysville. The editor of that paper has 
talked 4 ^ several growers of citrus fruits 
on the subject b at has not found any yet 
who expressed an intention of making an 
exhibit. The opinion seems to prevail that 
the premium list is gotten np with a view 
to give an advantage to the locality where 
the fair is held. For instance, it is stated 
that the first prize is for the best display of 
2,000 or more navel oranges. This neces­ 
sarily involves a good deal of transporta­ 
tion, or as Mr.Wilson, an extensive grower, 
says, “they want a man to ship half his 
crop over there.” 
Mr. Silva, another large grower, says: “ If 
they had made the prem ium for five or 
twenty or even one hundred navels, or for 
the best display of bndded fruit there 
would have been cense in it, bat who 
wants to pack and ship 2,000 oranges there 
of any variety, and go to the trouble and 
expense of displaying them just for the 
chance of getting a prem ium ? It's too 
much for a penny.” 
Placer never had better frnit than it is 
shipping- right now, and with the proper 
incentive could make a most magnificent 
display of citrus fruits.

MIDNIGHT PROWLERS. 


WHITTTZB, FULLER AND CO.’S PLACE 
ENTERED BY BURGLARS. 


T h ey R ob b ed th e T ill, but T ook F righ t 


an d F led B efore O p ening . 


th e Safe. 


The work of the festive midnight prowler 
goes merrily on. 
W ith the countless burglaries and high­ 
way robberies that have been perpetrated 
dating the past fortnight the police have 
been expecting something really “clever.” 
They came near getting it yesterday. 
Some time during the early hours of yes­ 
terday morning the big establishment of 
W hittier, Fuller & Co., on Second street, 
was broken into by burglars and thor­ 
oughly ransacked. The prowlers gained 
an entrance in a very ingenious way. The 
rear of the store faces upon a narrow alley, 
running from K to J street, between Front 
and Second, and it was through this alley 
that the burglars effected an entrance into 
the small court which furnishes light into 
the two wings of the building. 
Iron 
shutters cover all of the doors and windows 
leading into the building from this court, 
but the operators were evidently well tip in 
their business, and did not allow obstacles 
of this kind to hinder them . 
W ith the aid of a crowbar and a couple 
of chisels, a hole was made in the brick 
wali immediately adjoining one of the 
iron doors, and then one of the midoight 
raiders stepped inside and opened the door. 
This brought them into the basement, and 
from there it was an tasv matter to get up­ 
stairs. 
The robbers did ro t bother themselves 
with oilo, paints, fancy pictures, and the 
like—they were too long in the business 
for that—but meile directly for the office, 
where the 6afe and moDey was kept. The 
till w»3 first inspected and what moiiev it 
contained was abstracted. 
The robbers 
then — judging from the appearance of 
things—evidently set a b :u ‘. to open the big 
safe, which contained a very large amount 
of money, but for some reason or other they 
did not finish the job. 
It is believed that 
they became frightened and lied. Some of 
their tools were found where they had 
been dropped in the flight. 
The poiice are investigating the matter, 
but up to last night had obtained abso­ 
lutely no clue as the perpetrators of the 
burglary. 
A m aa who occupies a room in a house 
in the alley, back of W hi’tier, Fuller & 
Co.’s place, told a R eco rd U n io n reporter 
yesterday afteruoon that he was awakened 
about 4 o’clock in the morning by the 
sound of some one digging at the brick 
wall, but it never dawned upon him that 
anything wrong was going on, and he did 
not trouble himself to investigate. About 
half an hour later, however, he was aroused 
again, this time by some persons—he is 
sure that there were two cf them —running 
rapidly out of the alley toward J street, as 
though some one was after them. 
He did 
not hear the footsteps of any one following 
them, however. He wa3 positive that they 
ran oat of W hittier, Fuller & Co.’s place. "
